Tt  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  when  students  pay  a  fee  to 
the  Hospital  they  expect  such  privileges  as  are  to  be  afforded  in  modern 
hospitals,  and  that  tney  will  complain  and  refuse  to  attend  the  Hospital 
unless  they  receive  these  privileges.  The  fee  should  be  estimated  on 
the  basis  of  what  the  student  receives  in  the  Hospital. 


If  clinical  instruction  is  to  be  given  in  medical  and  surgical 

wards  a  pathological  laboratory  should  be  equipped  in  connection  with  the

Hospital.  It  is  recognised,  however,  by  the  University  that  a  certain  a 
of  this  equipment  is  for  purely  -university  purposes^ and  if  they  are  assured 
of  the  conditions  above  enumerated  the  University  will  be  willing  to  pay 
a  rental  for  rooms  used  in  a  building. to  be  erected  and  equipped  by  the 
Hospital.

Tfie  University  ot  Toronto  fias  now  for  irany  ^ears 
enjoyea  tne  nrivileges  ci  access  tor  its  students  to  the  wards  ot 
3t.  VicnaeT's  Hospital',  and  it  desires  to  naintain  a  connection  which 
in  the  past  has  proved  valuable  to  it*  However  the  advantages  to  the 
University  ^ay  te  greatly  increased  it  the  facilities  for  access  to  the 
patients  on  the  part  ot  the  students  are  enlarged,,  and  if,  as  in  other 
great  trodern  hospitals',  the  pathological  eauipirent  is  increased.  lit 
iTUst  be  borne  ‘in  trind  that  there  are  certain  arrangerrents  in  a  rrodern 
hospital  which  are  a  rratter  ot  essential  isiportance  to  the  Hospital  itself 
and  it  it  is  to  be  ot  real  service  to  the  student*  'If  tne  student  pays 
a  tee  to  the  hospital  he  should  nave  the  advantage  ot  a  thoroughly  eauipped 
trodern  hospital.  This  trust  be  Kept  in  n'ind  when  the  scale  ot  the  tee 
is  being  deterrrined.  There  nay  be  however  and  probably  in  the  case  of 
3t*  VichaeT's  tnere  #culc  te  extra  expense  involved  in  providing  university 
Instruction  in  the  hospital  so  as  to  give  purely  university  instruction 
to  its  own  students*

report  we  said':  '’We  are  in  agreenrect  in  the  recorrnendat'lons  that  follow: 

(i)  St.  Michael's  Hospital  with  300  beds,  if 
"it  were  not  associated  with  a  tredical  school,  should  nave  set  apart 
"  for  pathological  work  connected  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatirent  of 
"'Cases  in  the  wards,  laboratories  eauivalent  in  area  to  not  less  than 
"'two  units  (30  23  eacn)  eauipped  for  bacteriological,  histological 

"tand  cnenical  work,  a  staff  of  two  Fatnologists  (one  bacteriological 
".and  histological,  tne  other  cheiical, )  and  one  trained  laboratory 
"attendant  giving  his  whole  tine  to  the  laboratory. 

”  The  Hospital  at  Hanilton  has,  we  are  infortred:, 

"'200  teds,  no  students  ana  the  eauivalent  of  one  and  a  half  units  laboratory 
"'SDace  and  a  nathologist  and  laboratory  attendant  both  of  when  givei  their 
"  whole  tine  to  the  work  of  tne  laboratcry. 

"  .  (2)  For  the  teaching  of  students  'in  the  3rd  and  5tn 

"'year  eroviaion  is  nade  in  tne  University  laboratories  to  be  erected  on 
"  University  Avenue. 

For  students  in  the  4tn  year  doing  clinical  work 
"■at  St.  Michael's  Hospital  additional  laboratory  space  would  be  necessary, 
"•eauivalent  to  not  less  than  a  further  two  units",  naking  four  units  in  all". 

"'  This  report  we  still  think  neets  tne  situation. 

You  will  rerrerrber  that  in  conformity  with  this  report 
clans  were  prepared  by  tne  Arcnitect,  Mr.  Post,  for  a  building  of  three 
floors  the  ton  one  of  which  was  for  oatnological  purposes,  tne  lower  two 
for  an  out-patient  department.  These  plans  were  approved  on  October  3rd:, 
l9ll:,  by  tne  Comrittee  appointed  to  consider  them;.  On  the  floor  devoted 
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to  Dathology  in  tnose  nlans',  at  tne  east  end  are  autopsy  rooii:;  nrorgue 
receiving  rooic,  dressing  rooft:,and  two  lacoratories  21  *  33,  one  on  eacn 
side  of  the  staircase.  These  rootrs  would  he  reauired  ty  the  Hospital 
if  it  were  not  associated  with  a  tredlcal  school  and  for  their  therefore  tfee 
University  snould  not  nay  anytning. 

"i  Tne  tnree  laboratories  at  the  west  end  ot  tne  cuilding 
21  »  34.,  io  *  24  ana  Ic  *  24  would  not  be  necessary  if  there  were  no 
students  attending  tne  hospital':  It  is  reasonable  therefore  that  tne 
University  should  pay  for  tnere  toots  if  they  were  built.  They  are 
Tarked  U  on  tne  plan.  ''

The  TOOTS  Tarked  ’’U"  would  ce  8t  ployed  for  University 
purposes  alone.  Tt  will  be  observed  that  tne  arrount  of  floor  space 
tor  distinctly  University  purposes  is  not  very  large.  If  this  building 
is  erected  containing  toots  that  are  set  apart  for  University  purposes., 
a  connection  will  becoTe  close  and  csrTanenti,  and  the  University  Tust  be 
safeguarded  in  tne  latter  of  its  control 

(a)  as  to  noTlnation  of  those  wnc  are  to  teach  its  students 

(b)  as  to  access  to  patients  for  clinical  facilities 

(c)  as  to  control  of  all  pathological  Taterial. 

If  the  University  proTises  to  pay  for  a  period  ot  years  a 
fixed  rental  for  this  space  these  arrangeTcnts  snould  be  concluded  on  a 
basis  also  of  definite  privileges, such  as  would  be  received  in  otner  rrodern 
hospitals,  being  given  to  tne  studaTts  for  a  fee  which  should  be  collected 
in  a  reasonable  basis.  Tf  the  fee  is  large  ana  the  advantages  received

for  it  are  not  sufficient  the  stuOent  will  coirolaln  ana  refuse  to  attend 
the  HosDital;,  and  the  University  would  be  left  to  pay  a  rental  for  a 
nunber  of  years  for  toots  that  would  not  be  sufficiently  used.  ^It  Tust 
also  be  borne  in  Tind  tnat  the  University  already  has  a  very  fine 
patnological  denartTent  in  its  own  building,  and  tnat  new  deTands  will  be 
constantly  Tade  to  nave  it  thoroughly  well  eauipped.  'Tt  would  be  better 
to  have  one  thoroughly  well  eauipped  than  to  have  two  neither  of  wnich  is 
as  good  as  it  iright  be. 

To  arrive  c-t  a  basis  of  cot  nutation  as  to  the  fee  tnat  snould  be 
cnar^ed  to  tne  student',  it  being  unaer:5.to.od  that  3f.  ^/icnaeT’s  will  nrovide 
thoroughly  TOdern  nosnital  eauinTent,  a.  coTnarison  sray  be  Tade  of  a  suTTary 
of  one  week'^s  teachins  during  tne  Toiitn  of  Marcn,  l9i4,  in  totn  the 
General  Hosnital  and  St.  VlchaeT's.  'Tt  is  pernaps  unnecessary  to  state 
that  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  is’ in  an  especial  sense  the  University 
Hospital  and  that  for  the  fee  it  cnarges  its  students  it  proviaes 
advantages  such  an  cannot  be  surpassed  in  any  hospital  on  this  continent  at 
present .
